It may be true that there is nothing new 
. umder the sun, 
but Frank 
Kent, a well

In the opinion of these men, 
says Mr. Kent, Alaska is not a “vast treas-

ure house from which streams of wealth

conclusions of these “hard-headed men” in 
y, he president’s party: 
“What they have 
actually found 
here is an immense nearly empty ter- 
...-ritory, in which live less than 30,000 
white people and an equal number of 
natives, with its known gold resources

largely worked out; its colossal coal 
deposits of questionable 
quality and 
its vast timber tracts not partcularly 
well adapted for wood pulp. 
They 
have found hundreds of thousands of 
square miles of land which, it is con­ 
ceded, can never produce food enough 
for export, and cannot be depended 
on to yield enough to sustain a popula­ 
tion above half a million; a great sal­ 
mon industry threatened with extinc­ 
tion by overfishing; the only nation­ 
ally owned railroad in the United 
States, with a net deficit of over $1,- 
000,000 a year, running for 500 miles 
through a vast territory in which live 
less than 6000 people and in which the 
largest farm is a good sized garden.

They found, too, a considerable num­ 
ber of these people living on the rail­

That is a startling picture. It is very dif­ 
ferent from the glowing and glorious pic­ 
ture of Alaska with whioh we have become 
: iso familiar of recent years— a marvelous 
land of incalculable wealth, full of coal, 
abounding with precious metals, covered 
by vast forests from which millions of feet 
- of lumber can be obtained—in fine, a veri­ 
table El Dorado awaiting only an intelli­ 
gent governmental policy of development 
to pour its riches into the United States. 
What is the truth about Alaska? 
It is 
highly important that the American peo­ 
ple should find out the facts, and it is all 
the more important now because the presi­ 
dent’s visit to that territory has been an­ 
nounced as the

Located upon 510 acres of land at 
Siloam Springs, the Brown College 
established in 1919 offers a general 
academic course and trade courses 
free of charge to worthy students. 
The school now has a capacity enroll­ 
ment of 230 students and its popular­ 
ity is proven. Last year 2500 appli­ 
cations for admission were refused 
because the capacity of the school 
was not sufficient to accomodate 
them. 
John E. 
Brown, president and 
founder of the institution, 44 years 
old, was born and reared near Rog­ 
ers, Ark. He spent his boyhood days 
working in the mine and because of 
financial limitations was unable to 
secure a thorough 
education. 
For 
many years he dreamed of an educa­ 
tional institution which would afford 
opportunities for the poor boy. 
He 
became interested in religion 
and 
took up evangelism. 
In later years 
as one of the famed evangelists of 
the country he started the John E. 
Brown College 
by deeding an 
80 
acre tract of land as a site for the 
school and erected upon it a $5,000 
building for administration and class­ 
es. The school was opened with an 
enrollment of 35. 
The student in the Brown College 
receives his education at no cost to 
him whatever. 
The Institution is 
maintained entirely by students with 
the exception of a few paid profes­ 
sors.

KANSAS CITY, July 31.—Business 
in general in the tenth federal re­ 
serve district was maintained at a 
higher level In the first half of 1923 
than in the corresponding parlod last 
year, the volume in many lines sur­ 
passing previous high records, de­ 
clares the monthly review issued last 
nigh tby the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Kansas City. 
The tenth district 
comprises, Missouri, Kansas, 
Okla­ 
homa, Nebraska, Colorado and Wyo­ 
ming. 
Although the reports of wholsesale 
and retail houses reflect an unusual 
degree of cautiou m buying, the re­ 
view states, it is evident that trade 
in June and throughout the half year 
waa at a higher level than in the cor* 
responding periods in 1922. 
With crop prospects improved, the 
outloog for fall and winter trade is 
described as good. 
“The 1923 wheat crop, while less 
than last year, Is considered ade­ 
quate for market requirements, gen­ 
erally of good quality, and is now 
moving through market channels in 
fair volume at prices below those a 
year ago,” says the report. “All grow­ 
ing crops were reported greatly bene­ 
fited by the abundant rains of May 
and June, so that the official July 
forecasts were for an unusually good 
all-round year of agricultural 
pro­ 
duction and more widely diversified 
than for several years. 
Movements of livestock from farms 
and ranges have in most Instances 
broken previous records for the first 
half of a year, reflecting an increase 
in production of animals for meat, ac­ 
cording 
to 
tho 
review. While 
prices are down compared with those 
prevailing since the world war, the 
livestock industry is reported in gen­ 
erally good condition. 
Reports from the 
leading indus­ 
tries of the district, such as mining, 
petroleum production and 
refining!

The new prohibition 
law of Missouri provides for the is­ 
suance of such w arrants by justices 
of the peace. 
The new law provides that search 
and seizure w arrants may be ap­ 
plied for by prosecuting attorneys, 
the attorney general or prohibition 
nforcement officers, as set out by the 
new statute, applied to officers pro­ 
vided for by a companion bill estab­ 
lishing a state prohibition enforce­ 
ment bureau, which was killed at 
the close of the last session of the 
legislature.

President's Last Words.

The physicians reviewed the favor 
able conditions existing just prior 
to the apoplectic attack and conclud­ 
ed by saying:

CONSTANT VIGIL BY 
ASSOCIATED PRESS 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 
3.—The 
news of the president’s collapse and 
death was made known to The A¿- 
soeiated Press before 
all 
others. 
One cf the Associated Press staff 
men was on watch at the door of 
the presidential suite. 
It was t j a 
secret service man that Mrs. Hard­ 
ing, when she rushed from the room, 
cried out: 
“Get Dr. Boone and 
the 
others 
quickly.” 
The reporter grasped the situation 
and rushed to the Associated Press 
wire close by and dictated a bulletin 
uf the president’s collapse. 
It was 
three minutes before the president 
died that the startling news of the 
collapse was on the wire. 
Then the 
reporter returned to his post and re­ 
ceived the official announcement of 
the death wiilch was Hashed inimed 
lately to all parts of the world. 
This quick work w*as not due Uj 
luck cr chance. 
It was the result 
of careful preparation and watchful­ 
ness. 
When President Harding was tak 
en ill an Associated Press man cot 
the news. 
When the party arrived 
in San Francisco a 
private 
tele 
phone, from Presidential quarters in 
the Palace Hotel to the Associated 
Press office across the street 
was 
immediately installed. 
As a further 
precaution a telegraph wire was put 
in with an operator constantly 
on 
| duty. 
There was not a minute of 
j the day or night that the president's 
quarters were onwatched. 
The op­ 
erators on the telegraph loop w’ere 
at tho key 24 hours a day with spec 
ific instructions that under no cir 
curastances were they to leave the 
room in which the telegraph instru­ 


ment was installed. 
Notwithstand­ 
ing the apparent improvement in the 
president’s condition and the reasur- 
ing bulletins issued by the attending 
physicians, the vigilance was not re­ 
laxed. On the contrary, orders were 
given to keep closer watch than ever 
as a precaution in the event of any 
serious turn for the w'orse. 
The result of this careful prepara­ 
tion and 
watchfulness 
maintained 
b y . The Associated Press only was 
the almost instantaneous flashing of 
the news of the collapse and of the 
death as soon as it was announced.

Erdman says: “It is a cruel error to 
confuse Mary Magdalene with the sin­ 
ful woman of whom Luke has just 
been writing. Mary had suffered from 
demon possession, as here stated, but 
there is nothing in the gospels to indi­ 
cate that she had ever been a woman 
of notoriously evil Ufe.” So wide­ 
spread Is tills false impression that 
many rescue homes for fallen women 
are named unjustly, “Magdalene.” 
il. Mary Ministering (Luke 8:8). 
She, with certain women who had 
been saved from Satan’s power, out of 
a heart of gratitude looked after the 
comfort of the Lord and His disciples. 
These women must have been in easy 
circumstances, as they were able to 
buy food and other necessities and, 
doubtless, lodging for Jesus and His 
disciples. These women were the fore­ 
runners of that large company of saved 
women who have throughout the Chris­ 
tian centuries been ministering to the 
Lord through kindness to His minis­ 
ters.

happened, however, from the press 
wires, relayed to him at his sum­ 
mer home. He came immediately to 
his office at the state department to 
do w*hat must be done that the af­ 
fairs of the nation should move for­ 
ward in orderly fashion. 
He was in his 
office 
long after 
midnight, and dispatches w*ent out to 
American ambassadors and ministers 
and 
consular officers 
everywhere 
that today brought the Stars and 
Stripes to half mast over the w*orld. 
Similar word was sent also to army 
and navy posts and ships everywhere 
that their colors should be lowered 
in mourning for the dead comman­ 
der in chief. 
Very few senators or members of 
the house were in Washington. Some 
of them failed to hear of President 
Harding’s death until after daylight. 
To others, however, the ill tidings 
seemed to have been spread by the 
wind as they besieged new*spaper of­ 
fices with inquiries. 
Extra papers 
had carried a brief notice widely over 
the city and far-reaching whirlpools 
of humor spread beyond as the night 
wore on. 
On the downtown streets, 
how*ever, the w*ord came after thea­ 
ter crowds had gone home and only 
a few* scattered knots of folks about 
the 
newspaper 
offices, 
talking in 
hushed voices, denoted that a trage­ 
dy that meant much in Washington 
had occurred. 
There w*as wide speculation as to 
whether a special 
session 
of con­ 
gress would be one of the results of 
the change at the white house. 
Ap­ 
parently there is no legal require­ 
ment necessitating 
such 
a course, 
and unless President Coolidge calls 
congress before the December ses­ 
sion there can be no congressional 
action in tribute to President Har­ 
ding before that time, beyond the 
lowering of the flags that float above 
the capítol and the office buildings. 
Through the night the complete 
staff of white house attaches sum­ 
moned w’hen 
the 
first flash came 
from San Francisco, 
w*ere 
toiling 
with the endless official messages 
that must be sent and received. 
Immediate w*ord also w*ent out to 
Boston to send a secret service guard 
to take up the vigil about the new* 
president.

He was graduated from the 
college with the degree of doctor of 
arts.

Harding 
cam© to Marion riding a wiiite mule 
and barefooted. 
He took 
up 
the 
study of law* in the office of J. A. Wol- 
iord, working the insurance business 
as a side line. 
But this proved un­ 
profitable and he forsook the bar to 
engage in the newspaper business, 
which was more to his liking. 
The first “real money” the presi­ 
dent said he ever earned was when 
he secured© the fire insuranc on the 
present Hotel Marion 
from

Kling, who later become his father- 
in-law*. 
With his $150 commission 
he said he felt himself ‘rich” and the 
first thing he purchased was a “slip 
horn” and joined the Marion Silver 
Cornet Band. 
This “slip born” 
is

of the Harding 
family. 
His devotion for his mother, dur­ 
ing her life was most marked. She 
was a Baptist to w*hlch church the 
president 
belonged. 
Winter 
and 
summer he always sent his mother 
flowers,and when away from Marion 
always left an order with the florist 
to see that she w*as supplied. 
His 
mother has been dead 12 years. He 
often spoke of the home-made pies 
she used to bake and his especial 
kind was apple. His mother always 
told her friends that “some day War­ 
ren will be president” but she did 
not live to se© him elevated to the 
highest position in the gift of the 
nation. 
The first office that Mr. Harding 
was ever a candidate for was clerk 
of the court here. He was defeated. 
That was in 1880. 
Mr. Harding had only one love af­ 
fair and that at the age of 25 with 
the woman w*ho today is his widow. 
To his friends 
he 
was 
always 
known as “W. G.” but his most inti­ 
mate companions called him “Jerry.” 
The president was always an ar­ 
dent baseball fan and up until the 
time he was nominated for the presi 
dencv liked to wage small bets— 
always on the Cincinnati Reds. Af­ 
ter his nomination when his barber 
wanted to lay a wager on the game 
that day Mr. Harding said; 
“The president of 
this American 
Republic must never bet 
on any­ 
thing. The office of president of the 
United States is too sacred for that 
sort of thing.”
